With the family growing, a new home seemed 
the only answer until a woman asked, "Why 
not add a family room with a big basement?" 



J. he home shown on the left had become 
much too small for an active family of four. 
Being built on a slab, there was no basement 
and garden equipment rusted in an open car- 
port. As with so many families, possessions of 
all kinds had increased over the years, but 
storage space was limited. 

Buying a new home was promptly ruled out 
because the owners truly liked their present 
home, its setting, nearby schools and neigh- 
bors. The final, economical solution was to 
add a 14x24 ft. family room with a basement 
directly below. Access to the basement was 
by a stairway at one end of the new family 
room. 

Acoustical ceilings by Celotex in a fissured 
pattern were installed for high light reflection 
and efficient acoustical control. The walls 
were paneled with a prefinished material 
easily cleaned with a damp sponge. The floors 
are not tile, but seamless vinyl roll material 
in a terrazzo pattern. 

The roomy basement now holds the heating 
plant, laundry equipment and new home 
workshop. Moving these items has created 
extra closet space in the original house.

GARDEN (7)e/owj freshness forthe bath was achieved 
with a counter along one wall of green-gray plastic 
with a pebble pattern. There's a window sill of green- 
ery. Water-loving plants are inside the shower stall 
with its walls of pumpkin and white plastic.

ACROSS the country there are some 11,000,000 
basically sound homes now being slowly at- 
tacked by blight and neglect. Not yet lost, 
they can still be brought to proper living stand- 
ards by professional skill and a reasonable 
investment of money.

Often, budgets are limited and the kitchen area 
is quite small, but cluttered. The present work 
area is limited and there is scant storage area, 
resulting in an overflow of utensils into hard- 
to-reach areas. As shown above, there is wasted 
space between cabinets, and the wall at the 
right which becomes a dirt-catcher. Any open 
area between cabinets catches odds and ends 
as well as dirt. 

Remodeling results in a bright, cheerful ap- 



pearance with new storage and work space. 
Base cabinets in a single unit eliminate dirt- 
catching corners and permit extension of the 
counter to the wall. A shelf extension at the 
left keeps cannisters within easy reach, but off 
the busy countertop. Extension of the wall 
cabinets to the ceiling expands storage space. 
The entire top is smooth laminated plastic.

The bare windows were glamourized by built-in 
storage areas below and shelves above. Drapes 
were hung from traverse rods and are lighted at 
night by light from above.
